REMARKS 

In the outstanding Office Action, restriction to one of the following inventions was 
required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-28, 49-89, and 123-150, drawn to a "belt creping method", classified in class 
162, subclass 111; 

II. Claims 29-48, drawn to a "fabric creping method," classified in class 162, subclass 111; 
and 

HI. Claims 90-122, drawn to "Absorbent sheet/webs," classified in class 162, subclass 109. 

Applicant hereby elects the invention of group I, claims 1-28, 49-89 and 123-150. 

In the outstanding Office Action species election was also required. Applicant hereby 
elects the first species identified in paragraph 5 of the Official Action; that is, claims directed to a 
web having fiber enriched pileated regions interconnected by a plurality of linking regions with 
fiber orientation biased toward the direction between pileated regions. 

The following elected claims are readable on the elected species: Claims 1-28, and 123- 
150. Of these claims, claims 25-28 generically incorporate the subject matter of the elected 
species, while Claims 143-150 are directed to sub-species of the elected species. Claims 1-24 and 
123-142 directly read on the elected species. 

The following elected claims are not readable on the elected species: Claims 49-89.
